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WELCOME  FROM  PRESIDENT  MICKLE 


Today  practically  all  colleges  are  laboring  under 
the  handicap  of  limited  physical  equipment.  How¬ 
ever,  this  does  not  mean  that  the  quality  of  work  being 
done  in  the  classroom  has  in  the  least  deteriorated. 
Dr.  John  Dale  Russell,  formerly  of  Chicago  Univer¬ 
sity  and  now  with  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education, 
Washington,  recently  stated  that  despite  the  difficulties 
under  which  colleges  are  laboring  no  generation  of 
American  students  has  secured  a  better  education 
than  those  going  through  college  today. 

Despite  expansion  and  growth  and  shortage  of 
space  and  equipment  at  Centenary  we  are  sure  that 
our  1947  -  48  student  body  is  going  to  find  both 
within  and  without  the  classroom  a  rich  and  reward¬ 
ing  college  experience. 

V'  Centenary  was  founded  and  has  been  maintained 
on  the  assumption  that  a  Christian  college  has  a 
special  place  to  fill  in  the  educational  life  of  our 
\  nation.^  In  extending  this  welcome  to  both  former 
students  and  new  students  I  wish  to  assure  you  that 
during  1947  -  48  it  is  our  desire  to  emphasize  those 
intellectual  and  spiritual  values  which  in  later  years 
will  cause  you  to  look  back  and  feel  that  you  attended 
a  truly  great  college. 


JOE  J.  MICKLE 
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HISTORY  AND  TRADITIONS 


Entering  Centenary  College  enrolls  you  in  a  glo¬ 
rious  history  and  a  true  southern  heritage.  The  record 
which  Centenary  has  made  throughout  the  years 
speaks  for  its  contribution  to  the  field  of  educational 
service. 

Centenary  College  was  founded  in  the  first  quarter 
of  the  nineteenth  century  at  Jackson,  Louisiana.  The 
charter  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  in  February, 
1825  ;  for  tv/enty  years  the  college  was  called  the 
College  of  Louisiana.  In  1839  the  Methodist  leaders 
of  the  Mississippi  Conference  established  a  college 
in  Mississippi  to  celebrate  the  100th  anniversary  of 
Methodism.  This  college  was  moved  to  Jackson  in 
1845,  taking  over  the  campus  and  buildings  there 
in  the  name  of  Centenary  College  of  Louisiana. 


During  the  years  preceding  the  War  the  college 
entered  upon  a  career  of  service.  The  opening  of 
the  Civil  War  put  a  dramatic  end  to  this  period  of 
Centenary’s  existence;  the  entry  in  the  Faculty  Record 
Book  for  the  Fall  of  1861  reads:  "Students  have  all 
gone  to  war.  College  suspended  and  God  save  the 
right."  The  buildings  which  had  served  as  class¬ 
rooms,  auditoriums,  and  study-rooms  for  students 
were  transformed  into  hospitals  and  quarters  for 
both  Federal  and  Cenfederate  troops.  In  the  fall 
1866  the  college  was  reopened,  and  during  the  try¬ 
ing  years  of  reconstruction  continued  to  make  its 
contribution  to  the  leadership  of  this  territory. 
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The  Present  Campus 

It  was  not  until  the  early  years  of  the  twentieth 
century  that  Centenary  College  was  moved  to  Shreve¬ 
port  where  the  advantages  of  a  changed  civilization 
could  be  utilized.  Since  its  removal  to  Shreveport, 
Centenary  College  has  made  progress  which  compares 
favorably  with  other  institutions  of  its  size. 


FRESHMAN  TRADITIONS  ^ 

Freshmen  must  wear  a  maroon  and  white  fresh¬ 
man  cap;  men  will  remove  their  caps  when  in  class 
and  assembly. 

Freshmen  must  have  their  names  printed  on  the 
bill  of  their  caps. 

Freshmen  will  speak  to  upperclassmen  at  all 
times. 

Freshmen  must  attend  all  athletic  events  and  pep 
meetings,  and  all  student-body  functions. 

Freshmen  must  be  able  to  sing  the  fight  song 
and  the  Alma  Mater  by  September  27  and  thereafter 
sing  it  upon  upperclassmen’s  request. 

Freshmen  boys  must  wear  pajamas  and  the  girls 
wear  gingham  dresses  with  hair  in  pigtails — also  black 
cotton  stockings  for  the  first  home  football  game  and 
participate  in  the  shoe  scramble. 

*  These  traditions  do  not  apply  to  veteran  freshmen. 
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Freshmen  must  carry  a  Student  Handbook  at  all 
times  until  the  suspension  of  these  traditions,  and 
they  must  be  familiar  with  its  contents. 

Freshmen  shall  not  wear  any  high-school  letter 
or  numeral  on  the  campus  at  any  time. 

Freshmen  shall  vote  in  all  campus  elections. 

Freshmen  shall  engage  in  at  least  one  extra-curri¬ 
cular  activity — music,  sports,  publications,  clubs,  etc. 

Freshmen  shall  conduct  themselves  as  ladies  and 
gentlemen  at  all  times. 

Male  freshmen  will  have  a  crew  hair-cut  by  Sep¬ 
tember  19,  1947. 

These  rules  shall  remain  in  effect  until  the  Frosh- 
Soph  Tug-o-War;  if  the  Freshmen  are  unsuccessful 
in  this  contest  these  traditions  shall  be  continued  in 
effect  until  the  last  football  games  of  the  season. 


Founders^  Day  Picnic 

Every  year  on  May  1,  Founders’  Day  is  observed 
and  celebrated  by  the  entire  student  body  and  faculty 
at  an  outdoor  picnic.  Among  the  features  of  the 
day  are  a  baseball  game  between  faculty  and  students, 
and  preliminary  try-outs  by  prospective  cheerleaders. 
The  affair  is  sponsored  by  the  Student  Senate,  both 
to  commemorate  the  founding  of  the  College,  and  to 
cement  strong  relations  among  students  and  with  the 
faculty.

FOR  FUTURE  REFERENCE 


General  College  Regulations 

The  discipline  of  Centenary  College  as  it  affects 
students  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  President 
and  the  Dean,  in  cooperation  with  the  College  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Discipline,  the  College  Committee  on  Stu¬ 
dent  Affairs,  and  the  Student  Senate. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  college  are  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  college  from  the  time 
they  leave  their  homes  until  they  return  thereto. 

PENALTIES:  Penalties  for  the  violation  of  these 
rules  and  regulations  may  be  imposed  by  the  College 
Committee  on  Discipline  with  the  approval  of  the 
President;  penalties  may  be  any  one  or  combination 
of  the  following:  1.  Probation;  2.  Social  restric¬ 
tion;  3.  Deprivation  of  offices  and  honors;  4.  Sus¬ 
pension;  5.  Expulsion. 

STUDENT’S  OBLIGATION:  Each  student 
upon  matriculation  at  the  college,  assumes  an  obli¬ 
gation  to  preserve  faithfully  all  college  property,  to 
obey  all  rules  and  regulations  made  by  properly  con¬ 
stituted  authorities,  and  to  discharge  his  duties  as  a 
student  with  fidelity,  diligence,  and  honor. 

PERSONAL  CONDUCT:  The  conduct  of  the 
individual  student  is  an  important  indication  of 
character  and  future  usefulness  in  life.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  incumbent  upon  each  student  to  maintain  the 
highest  standards  of  integrity,  honesty,  and  morality. 
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HONOR:  Honesty  and  honor  constitute  exact 
measures  of  a  student’s  worth.  All  cheating,  cribbing, 
falsification,  or  impersonation  in  classroom,  laboratory, 
or  examination  is  expressly  forbidden. 

DRINKING;  The  possession  or  use  of  alcoholic 
beverages  on  the  Centenary  Campus,  in  the  fraternity 
or  sorority  houses,  in  dormitories,  in  college  build¬ 
ings,  in  any  house  approved  by  the  college  for  student 
residence,  or  in  any  connection  with  Centenary  func¬ 
tions,  including  social  affairs  and  college-sponsored 
trips,  is  forbidden. 

Any  misconduct  or  abnormal  conduct  resulting 
from  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  Shreveport  or 
elsewhere  is  cause  for  disciplinary  action. 

SMOKING:  Smoking  is  prohibited  in  class¬ 
rooms,  laboratories,  and  the  gymnasium. 

HOUSING:  All  students  not  resident  in  the 
home  of  relatives  must  live  in  the  college  dormitories 
or  in  residences  approved  by  the  Dean  of  the  College. 
Regulations  governing  dormitory  residents  are  pub¬ 
lished  in  each  dormitory;  every  student  resident  in 
a  college  dormitory  must  familiarize  himself  with 
these  regulations  at  once. 

Rules  and  Regulations  Governing 
Social  Organizations 

The  Faculty  of  Centenary  College  in  collaboration 
with  various  student  organizations  has  adopted  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  to  define  the  privi¬ 
leges  and  limitations  of  social  organizations  estab- 
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lished  on  the  Centenary  Campus.  The  College  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Student  Affairs  shall  have  the  power  to 
interpret  these  rules,  and  permission  for  any  deviation 
from  them  must  be  obtained  in  writing  from  that 
Committee. 

Any  social  organization  failing  to  abide  by  these 
rules  and  regulations,  either  in  letter  or  in  spirit,  will 
be  subject  to  disciplinary  action;  disciplinary  action 
shall  be  administered  by  the  College  Committee  on 
Discipline. 

PENALTIES:  The  penalty  for  an  offense  against 
these  regulations  may  be  suspension  of  pledging, 
initiation,  or  social  privileges  (or  any  combination 
of  these  suspensions).  During  the  six  months  imme¬ 
diately  following  the  penalty  period,  the  organization 
will  be  on  probation.  An  offense  during  the  penalty 
or  probationary  period  may  result  in  an  indefinite 
forfeiture  of  privileges.  A  majority  vote  of  the 
Faculty  will  be  required  for  the  reinstatement  of 
privileges. 

NEW  ORGANIZATIONS:  A  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  desiring  to  form  a  sorority,  fraternity,  or  other 
social  organization  shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the 
Student  Senate  and  of  the  College  Committee  on  Stu¬ 
dent  Affairs.  They  must  present  to  these  bodies  a 
petition  giving  the  names  of  organizers  and  a  brief 
statement  of  the  purpose,  plans,  and  proposed  re¬ 
strictions  on  membership  of  the  organization. 

MEMBERSHIP:  Active  membership  shall  be 
limited  to  students  enrolled  at  Centenary  College.

ROSTER:  A  complete  roster  of  membership  and 
pledges  shall  be  filed  in  the  Registrar’s  Office  (copy 
to  the  Director  of  Student  Affairs)  within  three  days 
after  fall  pledging.  This  roster  must  be  kept  up-to- 
date  by  revision  including  new  pledges,  initiates, 
transfers,  and  dropped  members  and  pledges,  as  these 
changes  may  occur. 

RUSHING,  BIDDING,  AND  PLEDGING: 
Rules  and  schedules  for  rushing,  bidding,  and  pledg¬ 
ing  shall  be  formulated  by  the  Pan-Hellenic  and 
Inter-Fraternity  Councils.  All  rules  of  the  Pan-Hel¬ 
lenic  and  Inter-Fraternity  Councils  shall  be  approved 
by  the  College  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  before 
they  are  effective. 

INITIATION:  To  qualify  for  initiation  into  a 
fraternity  or  sorority,  a  pledge  shall  have  maintained 
no  less  than  a  minimum  average  of  1.00  quality-points 
in  the  semester  immediately  preceding  the  proposed 
initation.  He  shall  have  been  a  "regular”  student 
(enrolled  in  at  least  twelve  semester-hours  of  college 
work)  during  the  grading  period;  he  shall  be  a  regu¬ 
lar  student  in  the  semester  of  the  proposed  initiation. 

No  fraternity  or  sorority  shall  hold  an  initiation 
unless  its  membership  (as  listed  on  the  Roster,  see 
above)  shall  have  maintained  a  minimum  scholastic 
average  of  1.00  quality-points  in  the  semester  im¬ 
mediately  preceding  the  initiation. 

Prior  to  the  initiation,  the  fraternity  shall  have  a 
"Request  for  Initiation”  (forms  available  at  the 
Registrar’s  Office)  approved  for  each  group  of  initi- 
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ates  by  the  Registrar’s  Office,  the  Dean’s  Office,  and 
the  Director  of  Student  Affairs.  This  form  must  be 
returned  to  the  Director  of  Student  Affairs  within 
three  days  after  the  initiation  is  held. 

DROPPING  PLEDGES;  Any  pledge  who  shall 
have  failed  to  make  an  average  of  1.00  quality-points 
for  two  semesters  shall  automatically  be  dropped. 

A  pledge  dropped  for  scholastic  deficiencies  shall 
maintain  a  1.00  quality-point  average  as  a  regular 
student  for  one  semester  before  repledging. 

SOCIAL  REGULATIONS:  All  social  organi¬ 
zations  shall  comply  with  the  "College  Rules  and 
Regulations  Governing  Social  Functions,’’  as  set  forth 
elsewhere  in  this  handbook. 

Each  social  organization  may  have  jive  formal 
functions  during  each  school  year. 

HOUSING:  Men’s  Fraternities  shall  have  a 
Housemother  resident  in  their  houses  if  one,  or  more, 
members,  regularly  or  irregularly,  spend  the  night  in 
the  house;  the  Housemother  must  be  approved  by 
the  President  of  the  College  before  appointment  is 
made. 

Women  students  shall  not  maintain  residence  in 
sorority  houses;  slumber  parties  may  be  held  if  ap¬ 
proved  in  writing  by  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs. 

Women  are  not  permitted  to  visit  Men’s  Frater¬ 
nity  houses  except  at  properly  chaperoned  functions 
and  on  Sunday  afternoons  when  the  Housemother  is 
present;  men  are  not  permitted  to  visit  in  sorority 
houses  except  at  properly  chaperoned  functions. 
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Rules  and  Regulations  Governing 
Social  Functions 

The  Faculty  of  Centenary  College  has  adopted 
the  following  rules  and  regulations  governing  social 
functions  given  by  or  for  any  Centenary  organi2ation. 
The  College  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  shall  have 
the  power  to  interpret  these  rules.  Permission  for 
any  deviation  from  them  must  be  obtained  in  writing 
from  the  Committee. 

CLASSIFICATION:  Social  functions  shall  be 
classed  as  "formal”  and  "informal”  functions.  Formal 
functions  include  dances,  formal  receptions  and  ban¬ 
quets. 

DRINKING:  Refer  to  General  College  Regulations. 

CHAPERON  AGE:  All  social  functions  given 
by  or  for  a  college  organization  shall  be  chaperoned. 
A  member  of  the  College  Faculty  shall  be  included 
among  the  guests  invited  to  chaperon  any  function. 
Alumni  and  parents  of  students  may  also  be  invited 
as  chaperons.  The  chaperons  for  any  function  attend¬ 
ed  by  both  men  and  women  students  shall  include  at 
least  one  man  and  one  woman. 

Bulletin  Boards 

Ever  play  the  game  where  you  search  for  objects 
that  are  placed  in  plain  sight?  This  seems  to  be  the 
way  students  regard  the  many  bulletin  boards  in  the 
various  buildings.  Found  in  conspicuous  places, 
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their  notices  are  usually  ignored.  Each  student  would 
do  well  to  consult  his  college  bulletin  board  each  day. 
It  contains  notices  of  meetings,  assemblies,  assign¬ 
ments,  suspension  of  particular  classes,  elections,  dan¬ 
ces,  shows,  tutoring,  typing,  and  lost  and  found 
articles. 


Bookstore 


School  supplies  of  every  type  are  sold  at  the  book¬ 
store,  housed  in  the  Student  Union  Building  in  the 
center  of  the  campus. 


Student  Union  Building 


Probably  the  most  popular  spot  on  the  campus 
is  the  SUB  because  it  houses  the  post  office,  bookstore, 
and  "snack  bar.”  In  this  Student  Center  the  very 
essence  of  Centenary  spirit  should  be  fostered  ' — 
friendship,  loyalty,  and  unity  coming  from  common 
interests. 


All  students  may  use  the  library  facilities. 

The  Main  Library  is  located  in  the  first  floor  of 
the  Arts  Building.  The  Science  Library  is  on  the 
main  floor  in  Jackson  Hall  and  contains  all  books 
pertaining  to  the  natural  sciences  of  Biology,  Chemis¬ 
try,  Geology,  and  Physics.  All  other  books  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Main  Library,  which  is  headquarters 
for  the  entire  system.

Students  unfamiliar  with  the  use  of  the  Card 
Catalog  should  ask  a  student  assistant  or  one  of  the 
librarians  to  explain  it.  The  Card  Catalog  consists 
of  an  alphabetical  listing  by  authors,  titles,  and  the 
subjects  covered  in  the  books.  The  Card  Catalog  in 
the  Main  Library  lists  all  the  books  in  the  entire  col¬ 
lection.  The  Science  Library  catalog  lists  only  books 
found  in  that  library. 

The  call  number  on  the  upper  left-hand  corner 
of  the  catalog  card  indicates  the  location  of  the  book. 
The  abbreviation  (Sci)  indicates  that  the  book  is 
shelved  in  the  Science  Library. 

RULES:  a.  To  withdraw  a  book,  copy  the  call 
number,  author,  and  title  on  a  Call  Slip  found  on 
the  top  of  the  Card  Catalog  and  take  it  to  the  LOAN 
DESK. 

b.  In  the  Science  Library  students  are  privileged 
to  obtain  the  book  from  the  shelves  for  themselves 
In  the  Main  Library,  because  of  lack  of  space,  only 
seniors  are  allowed  to  enter  the  book-stacks. 

c.  Books  are  circulated  for  one  week  and  the 
loan  may  be  extended  for  a  second  week.  The  date 
the  book  is  to  be  returned  is  marked  in  the  back  of  the 
book. 

d.  Books  on  reserve  for  particular  classes  leave 
the  library  only  at  night,  or  for  a  definitely  specified 
time,  such  as  two  days. 

e.  EINES:  The  fine  for  books  kept  overtime 
is  three  cents  each  day  past  the  day  marked.  For 
Reserve  books  the  fine  is  five  cents  each  day  and  on 
Overnight-Reserve  books  due  in  at  9:00  a.m.  the 
fine  is  five  cents  each  hour  the  book  is  late. 
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f.  Talking  in  the  reading  rooms  is  not  allowed 
since  conversation  disturbs  readers  who  wish  to  con¬ 
centrate.  However,  by  consulting  the  librarians, 
special  arrangements  can  be  made  for  small  groups 
to  study  together. 

g.  All  readers  are  urged  to  observe  these  rules 
or  library  privileges  will  be  revoked. 

The  librarians  are  eager  to  give  whatever  as¬ 
sistance  may  be  necessary  to  make  your  use  of  the 
library  as  easy  and  pleasant  as  possible.  Suggestions 
from  you  will  be  greatly  appreciated.  The  libra¬ 
rians  are  especially  eager  to  ascertain  what  difficulties 
are  encountered  in  the  use  of  the  library  and  what 
books  not  in  the  library  are  needed  for  your  work 
and  leisure  reading.  Please  do  not  hestitate  to  call 
on  any  of  the  attendants  in  the  library  if  they  can  be 
of  assistance. 


Honors 

A  DEAN’S  HONOR  LIST  is  published  at  the 
end  of  each  semester  listing  all  students  of  the  college 
who  have  maintained  a  2.50  quality-point  average 
for  the  semester. 

GRADUATION  HONORS.  Those  candidates

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CONSTITUTION 


Student  Body  of  Centenary  College 
of  Louisiana 

ARTICLE  I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  document  shall  be  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Student  Body  of  Centenary  College. 

ARTICLE  II 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  Constitution  is  to  invest  in 
a  Student  Senate  the  powers  for  governing,  regulating, 
and  otherwise  controlling  student  affairs,  as  listed  in 
the  Senate  Rules.  The  duties  of  the  Student  Senate 
and  the  provisions  for  its  establishment  are  further 
set  forth  below. 


ARTICLE  III 

Student  Body  Membership 

All  regular  students  duly  enrolled  in  the  college 
as  shown  by  the  records  of  the  Registrar’s  office  shall 
constitute  voting  memibers  of  the  Student  Body.  All 
voting  members  of  the  Student  Body  who  maintain  a 
C  average  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  any  office  for 
which  they  meet  the  specified  qualifications. 
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ARTICLE  IV 
Student  Senate 

Section  1 — Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Senate 

This  Senate  shall  have  the  power  to  govern, 
regulate,  and  otherwise  control  all  student  affairs  and 
social  functions  as  defined  in  the  Senate  Rules. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  from 
its  membership  any  member  who  fails  to  perform 
acceptably  the  duties  devolving  upon  him,  or  for  any 
other  just  cause.  The  Senate  shall  give  such  a  member 
a  fair  hearing  and  a  vote  of  three-fourths  (%)  of 
the  Senate  membership  shall  be  required  for  dismissal. 

The  Student  Senate  shall  be  governed  by  the 
Rules  of  the  Senate,  which  may  be  changed  by  a  two- 
thirds  (%)  vote  of  the  Senate  membership. 

Any  member  absent  from  two  meetings  unexcused 
will  be  automatically  dropped  from  the  Senate  roll. 

Section  2 — Membership  and  Election. 

Any  voting  member  of  the  Student  Body  who 
maintains  a  C  average  will  be  eligible  for  membership 
in  the  Senate. 

The  membership  of  the  Student  Senate  shall 
consist  of  thirteen  members  as  follows: 

(1)  The  officers  of  the  Student  Body  consisting 
of  the  President,  Coed  Vice-President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  as 
provided  in  Article  V. 
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(2)  The  representatives  of  each  of  the  four 
College  Classes.  The  representative '  of  each  class 
shall  be  the  highest  ranking  officers  of  the  class  eli¬ 
gible  for  membership.  The  elections  of  these  officers 
shall  be  held  as  provided  for  in  Article  V.  The  order 
of  rank  shall  be;  president,  vice-president,  secretary, 
and  treasurer. 

If  all  four  class  officers  are  already  members  of 
the  Senate  the  class  shall  elect  a  representative  from 
its  membership. 

One  representative  from  the  Non-Fraternity 

One  representative  from  the  Non-Sorority 

One  representative  from  the  Pan-Hellenic 

One  representative  from  the  Inter-Frater¬ 
nity  Council. 

Each  group  entitled  to  a  representative,  except 
the  Freshman  class,  shall  be  required  to  elect  and 
certify  its  member  to  the  Senate  within  one  week 
after  the  election  of  Student  Body  officers.  All  mem¬ 
bers  shall  serve  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  their 
installation,  which  will  take  place  before  June  1  of 
that  year. 

No  Student  may  hold  more  than  one  seat  in  the 
Senate.

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Meetings  of  the  Student  Senate  shall  be  held 
semi-monthly.  The  proceedings  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  conducted  according  to  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order. 

Section  4 — Officers  of  the  Senate  and  their  Duties. 

The  duties  of  the  President  shall  consist  of  calling 
and  presiding  over  meetings  of  the  Student  Body  and 
Student  Senate,  and  appointing  committee  chairmen 
and  serving  on  such  committees  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Student  Senate. 

The  duties  of  the  Vice-President  shall  consist  of 
presiding  over  meetings  of  the  Student  Body  and 
Student  Senate  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and 
aranging  for  all  student  body  elections  and  class 
elections.  He  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Coed  Vice- 
President  and  a  committee  of  students  in  carrying 
out  the  elections. 

The  duties  of  the  Coed  Vice-President  shall  be 
to  preside  over  the  Senate  in  the  absence  of  both  the 
President  and  the  Vice-President  in  his  duties  as 
election  executive.  The  Coed  Vice-President  shall 
serve  as  official  hostess  for  all  student  body  activities. 

The  duties  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  record  the 
minutes  of  each  Senate  meeting,  the  results  of  all 
Student  Body  elections,  and  all  committee  reports  in 
the  official  record  book. 

The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  to  keep  an 
accurate  record  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  Student-Body  fund,  and  to  prepare  and  present 
monthly  financial  reports  as  the  President  of  the 
Student  Body  may  direct. 
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ARTICLE  V 
Election  of  Officers 

The  election  of  Student-Body  officers  shall  be 
held  on  a  day  between  the  first  and  fifteenth  of  April, 
designated  by  the  Senate.  The  nominations  of  can¬ 
didates  for  election  as  officers  of  the  Student  Body 
shall  be  made  by  a  written  petition  having  the  signa¬ 
tures  of  twenty-five  (25)  students.  This  petition 
must  be  delivered  to  the  Registrar  one  week  prior  to 
the  election. 

The  nominees  for  President  and  Coed  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  must  be  of  Junior  classification  and  must  have 
attended  Centenary  for  two  years. 

The  nominees  for  Vice-President,  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer  must  be  above  Freshman  standing,  and 
must  have  teeended  Centenary  for  one  year. 

The  election  of  class  officers  shall  be  conducted 
in  the  following  manner:  Class  officers  must  be  elect¬ 
ed  within  the  week  following  the  Student  Body 
Elections,  with  the  exception  of  the  Freshman  Class. 
Nominations  must  be  turned  in  to  the  Registrar’s 
office  three  days  prior  to  the  election.  Freshman 
class  officers  must  be  elected  on  a  day  during  the 
first  week  in  October,  designated  by  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Point  System 

The  following  point  system  will  be  used  in  limit¬ 
ing  officer  positions.  No  student  may  have  more  than 
thirty  points  at  any  one  time. 
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Student  Senate: 

President  —  15  points 
Other  officers  —  10  points 

Class  Officers: 

President  —  15  points 
Other  officers  —  10  points 

Honorary  and  Departmental  Organizations: 

Five  points  for  all  officers 

Publications : 

Editors-in-chief  and  business  managers — 15  points 
Assistant  Editors  —  5  points 

Social  Organizations : 

President  ^15  points 
Other  Officers  —  10  points 

Service: 

President  —  15  points 
Other  Officers  —  10  points 

ARTICLE  VII 
Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
(%)  majority  of  those  voting  in  a  general  election. 

Amendments  may  be  proposed  by: 

1.  A  majority  vote  of  the  senate. 

2.  By  a  petition  signed  by  one  hundred  (100) 
students. 

3.  By  a  petition  signed  by  twenty-five  (25) 
students  and  approved  by  the  senate. 
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Amendments  must  be; 

1.  Approved  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Af¬ 
fairs  and  the  Faculty. 

2.  Posted  publicly  for  two  weeks  after  Faculty 
approval  before  voting. 

3.  Voted  on  at  a  general  Student-Body  election 
no  earlier  than  two  weeks  nor  later  than  three  weeks 
after  Faculty  approval.
